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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
comparative data in the specification at pages 57 through 67 indicate unexpected results for the 
presently claimed polyacetal compositions in decreasing formaldehyde emissions while 
maintaining and/or improving properties in molding workability and processability as conpared 
to closely related prior art corrqDositions which are devoid of one of the required components of 
applicant's claimed invention. 

2. Newly cited Patent No. 6642289 addresses the problem of decreasing formaldehyde 
emissions in polyacetal compositions, by using a glyoxyldiureide. This reference is seen to 
provide technological background information.
